President T a il Sends Special Message 
to Congress. 


Washington, Feb. 
9.— Recommend­ 
ing legislation to validate the claims of 
Injured employes of the government, 
disabled while at work on the Panama 
canal before the passage of the em­ 
ployers’ liability law, President Taft 
transmitted a short special message to 
congress. 
The executive reviews several cases

The message argues that great in­

on the occasion of the welcome home 
to be extended to Mr. Roosevelt when 
he returns. 
Mr. Stewart has exchanged cable­ 
grams with Mr. Roosevelt and con­ 
sulted with some of the friends of the 
ex-president In New York and has 
learned that It would be agreeable to 
him to be received, provided it could 
be arranged on the day of his arrival 
in New York. 
The demonstration is to be arranged j 
as a national affair, with a central 
executive committee and a committee 
on arrangements, made up of friends 
of the former 
president from each 
state and territory. 
The initiative will be taken by the 
Republican club of the city of New 
York. 
“ Before Colonel Roosevelt sailed for 
Africa.’’ said Mr. Stewart, “ and while 
aboard ship, he was asked to permit 
arrangements to

homecoming, In the way of something 
like a popular welcome.

The value of these plants ranges 
from $10 to tv hat you please, aud the 
business of supplying materials neces­ 
sary for their construction is a consid­ 
erable one, so that the amateurs are 
being marshaled for the fight by tho 
Interested dealers. 
Th© “Air Nuisance.” 
One of these dealers said recently 
that be had begun the work of supply­ 
ing wireless apparatus to amateurs in 
1004 and that in a way he felt that he 
wus largely responsible for what the 
regulars have termed the “ air nui­ 
sance.” 
This man said that to trans­ 
mit a wireless message sixty ndles re­ 
quires a plant costing at least $37 
aud that the majority of the amateurs 
were content with a $10 plant, which, 
while capable of receiving messages 
sent within a radius of 200 miles, can­ 
not transmit one more than one or two 
miles. 
The ability of the amateur to 
receive messages sent from long dis­ 
tances of course makes privacy for 
official messages impossible unless a 
code is used. The amateurs say, how­ 
ever, that there have been no com­ 
plaints on this head. 
They say that 
a majority of the complaints, aside 
from those which they believe are in­ 
spired by commercial companies seek- 1 
Ing a monopoly, come from inefficient 
commercial or government operators. 
One amateur who says that he knows 
personally twenty-five such operators 
declares that “ uot four of the men ;

how their instruments were connected ' 
up.”

MUSEUM WHERE CARSON DIED 


D augh ters of A m erican 
Revolution to 
H o n er H is M em ory 
Work of restoring the ancient, tum ­ 
bledown building at old Fort Lyons, 
Colo., now th** United States naval 
sanitarium, where Kit Carson, great­ 
est of western scouts, died, has been 
commenced, and within the next few 
months it will In* turned over to the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
of Colorado for a museum. 
Tin* restoration will bring it back to 
its original condition iii 
practically 
every detail and give to the state one 
of the most historic landmarks which 
it possesses. 
It is an *'1*1 stone house, warped and 
w eather beaten, but in such condition 
that it can easily be restored. It stands 
almost in the center *>f the big group 
of buildings at tin* naval sanitarium. 
It is quite likely that when 
tin* 
restoration is completed it will be (led 
ira ted with appropriate ceremony by 
the Daughters. Already an effort is en 
foot to collect relics of Carson's day. 
particularly articles belonging to him 
personally, and a pistol and inkstand 
have been secured as a nucleus. 
Originally tin* little <*1*1 stone build­ 
ing was the medical headquarters of 
the fort, and ( ’arson had been taken 
there from Ids home at Boggsx ilk*, 
some miles from Lyons, a very sick 
man. The only persons with him when 
he died were Dr. Tilton, medical chi­ 
cer of the post; First Sergeant I.ilk** 
Cahill and a hospital steward whose 
name is now forgotten, and of this 
trio the only one living is Luke Cahill.
